5.—King Nicholas of 


Montenegro decided today to evacuate 
the fortress of Scutari in response to 
the demand of tlir European powers. 


When lie took possession of Scutari 


on April 23. after a six months siege 
Tvhich cost the lives of thousands o£ 
Montenegrins nnd Turks King Nicholas 
declared that he would hold the city 
until the last drop of Montenegrin blood 
had been spilt. Ae the European pow- 
ers had decided previously that Scutari 
was to form a part of the future auton- 
omous state of Albania a. crisis was 
brought about and the powers imme- 
diately brought strong pre»sure to bear 
to force him nnd bis troops to evacuate 
the place. In the meanwhile, energetic 
cteps were taken to force the power's 
decision and concentrated large bodies 
of troops in Bosnia, Herzegovina and 
Dalmatia. 
The powers in the interim 


instituted a blockade of the Montene- 
grin coast. 
All these demonstrations, 


however, seemed not to affect the de- 
termination of the king. 
Some of the 


Montenegrin 
troops 
were 
withdrawn 


from Scutari in order it was said to re- 
Bist a possible Austrian advance. 
Then 


Vord come that Austria and Italy had 
entered into an agreement to solve the 
Albania problem by a military expedi- 
tion and it was known that the Austrian 
army was preparing to march forward. 


The attitude of Russia under these 


circumstance) was a matter of great 
concern to Europe and when she joined 
in the pressure being exercised on Mon- 
tenegro great relief was felt as it hiul 
been thought slie would resist any at- 
tempt by Austria to ordor her nrmy 
•outhward. 
It was suggested during 


the negotiations that the" king of Mon- 
tenegro was to receive territorial com- 
pensation in some other direction if he 
trould giye »P Scutari and that his ma- 
jjeoty was preparing to fccept this offer. 


RELIEVES THE TENSION. 


{•Belated Decision of King Nicholas Eases 


Matters Greatly. 


London. May 5.—Sir Edward Orey. 


the British foreign minister, said at to- 
day's meeting of the ambassodors that 
Montenegro had unconditionally placed 
the question of the future of Scutari in 
the hand* of the European powrrs. The 
decision reached' by King Nicholas at 
the last moment had the effect of reliev- 
ing immediately the tension in European 
politics. 
It caused unbounded satisfac- 


tion to the diplomats and the general 
public. 
The stock exchange responded 


at once. It is generally hoped that this 
action of Montenegro will do nway with 
all necessity for military incursions into 
Albania such as ^flisl.ria nnd Italy worn

OUTCOME IS A PUZZLE 


London, May 6.—The 
struggle 
for 


woman suffrage began again in tho house 
of commons this afternoon when the sec- 
ond reading was moved of \Vlllonghby 
Dickinson's woman BuJfrngo bill. Whether 
thin measure, which propmes to enfran- 
chise 6,000,000 women, shall be given a 
fighting chance or the whole question 
buried for the lifetime of tho present 
parliament will be settled 
tomorrow 


night. The vital sections of the brief bill 
are us followsi 


1—Every woman who (a) if she were a 


man would bo entitled to be registered 
as a parliamentary elector in respsct 01 
a 
hou&ehold 
qualification 
within 
the 


meaning of tho represontation act of 
1884; or (b) is the wife of a man en- 
titled to be registered in respect of a 
household qualification and has resided 
in the qualifying premises during the 
period required by law to enable a per- 
son to be so registered—shall be entitled 
to bo registered and when registered to 
vote as a parliamentary elector in the 
constituency 
wherein 
the 
qualifying 


premises are situated. 
^litiSSJ 


2—A woman shall not be entitled to 


register until she has attained the age of 
25 years. 


3—A woman shall not be disqualified 


by reason of marriage. 


The bill is backed by seven liberals, 


two unionists and two labor members. 
While it meets the wishes of most of the 
men supporting the woman suffrage, it 
does not go far enough for others. 


Th« parties are so hopelessly divided 


and oven the members of the cabinet arc 
90 widely asunder on the question that a 
forecast of the outcome of the debate is 
most difficult. 
The, members when they 


arrived at the house today had run the 
gauntlet of many women parading :n 
the precincts carrying sandwich boards 
with placards directed at the cabinet 
ministers such as "Traitor 
Asquith,"

Committee Favors Change 


of Isolation Hospital 


Buildings. 


FOR 
OPEN-AIR 
CAMP 


After having visited the county isola- 


tion hospital Sunday, Ur. George W. 
f.iillie. Dr. E. jr. VanBuskirk. Dr. K. A. 
Crull and Ur. C, 0. Beai!, representing 
the Fort Wayne Anti-Tuberculosis so- 
ciety, this afternoon submitted a plaa 
to President P. A. Randall for the es- 
tablishment of a permanent tuberculosis 
camp. 


The report recommends the opening of 


a camp in the building now occupied by 
the isolation hospital, building another 
porch on the structure and moving an 
old building on the county farm to the 
property occupied by His isolation hos- 
pital, to be used for the treatment ot 
contagious diseases. 


Tho county commissioners already look 


with considerable favor on the proposed 
plan of the committee, especially since 
the anti-tuberculosis society otters to 
move the count}* buililinp to the tivs- 
acre tract of land and fit it as art isola- 
tion hospital, replacing the present, which 
will be used as the tuberculosis camp. It 
only remains for thn members of the 
city council tn give their consent' to the. 
pruposition. 
If this is forthcoming the' 


open-air camp for tuberculosis sull'erers' 
in Allen county will bo in operation 
within two weeks. 


The isolation hospital is 
u«ed 
hut 


about four weeks each yc:ir on the aver- 
•>••<», while a tuberculosis romp would !>9 
in operation throughout the entire year. 
The sufferers from tuberculosis in this 
county far outnumber the sufferers from 
other contagious disease?, and there is 
a greater number more deaths from tu- 
berculosis than from all other contagious 
diseased. 
With this in mind, it is be- 


lieved that the plan for converting the 
isolation Hospital into a tuberculosis Han- 
itarium te very feasible and necessary, 
as there aro more than twenty sutferers 
in Fort Wayne at present, whose only 
hope, for relief is bv scicntilic treatment 
'n a. tuberculosis camp. 
The state sani- 


tarium is overcrowded nnd to wait unt:l 
they can be ndmitted there means a se- 
rious and probably fatal delay. 


An old building on the county farm 


is ut present unused and it is largo 
enough to accommodate nil the siuTcrcrs 
from small-pox or scarlet fever. 
This 


building will be moved to the Itind oc- 
cupied by th« leolntion hospital nnd 
iiiiprove,|. ,,ml the committee will later 
build sepnrate wards for tho treat rant 
of hinnllpox anil scnrH fever.

The progress of the tariff legislation before the spe- 


cial session of congress has already made it sufficiently 
clear that the standpatter is still an element in American 
polities, and that the two must recent general elections 
have failed to impress in some quarters a lesson that to 
the rest of the country is so clear that he who runs has 
had no difficulty whatever in reading.

•when the Underwood bill is finally passed it is going to 
travel over an imposing array of political corpses offered 
Up as an heroic sacrifice to a principle temporarily, at 
least, repudiated by the people. As was to have been ex- 
pected, also, they are joined by an occasional democratic 
Benator who is seeking specific benefits for the particular 
state he represents rather than considering the proposi- 
tion from the general welfare of the country. All this is 
interesting, but it gives no promise of being efficacious 
in halting the downward revision plainly mandated by 
the people. Jt is pointed out that the democratic major- 
ity in the senate is so narrow that a situation may arise 
In which the vote of Vice President .Marshall might be 
needed to reach a decision. But since the responsibility 
for the new bill must rest upon the democrats in any 
event, it is difficult to see what the republican standpaf- 
ter^ expect to gain by adopting obstruction tactics and 
Insisting upon conditions which they bettor than anybody 
else recognize as utterly hopeless in the plain drift of 
present public sentiment.

"In only two instances have imported 


Knglish small birds been successfully 
established in this country. I believe," 
Raid Mr. Miller. "They arc the starling 
and ICuflish sparrow, and they are in- 
creasing. 
In the case (if Mr. Ford's tive 


hundred Knglish birds it is fairly cer- 
tain that at least nine-tenths of them 
will die before they have got used to the 
country. 
Such has been the experience 


previous importations of birds, al- 


though there are instanced where they 
have continued to live in small and iso- 
lated colonies. Rut they do not increase 
in numbers materially, even though the3" 
do not decrease, perhaps. 


"If some of Mr. Ford's imported birds 


continue to exist, they may not be ob- 
jectionable, but 1 citnnot see what is to 
be gained in the end. We have native 
birds that correspond to almost every 
one of the species to be found over there 
and they answer the purpose just as 
well. 
Hut it is a significant fact that 


most of the birds that have been im- 
ported into this country arc of the pug- 
nacious and lighting breeds. 


"I see no reason why t'ue starling, 


which had already begun to spread out 
through 
the country villages around 


Xcw York, should not ultimately go all 
over the country. 
It is evident that 


such birds of Mr. Ford's collection that 
do survive and multiply will be the pug- 
nacious, and a» nesting places and foods 
are more or less limited they are bound 
to come into contact with the native 
birds who nest and feed in like manner 
and the foreigners' survival will only be 
accomplished hy the driving out of the 
native bin's—else they would not sur- 
vive. It is not desirable to import new 
birds, it seems to me, if our native birds 
are to suffer. 


Many Die Coming Over. 


"Another thing that mitigates against 


his plan is that he has brought a large 
number of birds, but. of many varieties, 
eo that there arc comparatively few of 
each kind, and this lessens their chances 
of surviving. I was told that nearly, if 
not quite, a hundred died on the. way 
over. 
Some of the birds that he has 


imported are distinctly country birds 
and may be expected to thrive beat in 
the woods and fields, and will there- 
fore come into contact with native birds 
that have never been in conflict with 
the English sparrowfl and a» yet have 
not met the starlings. 
The upshot is 


problematical. It is dangerous to upset 
the even balance of nature. Of course 
in this country we have done this more 
or less by killing our native birds, but 
their complete protection now would be 
more sure to bring better results than 
the importation of new foreign birds 
whose effect upon the natives is not 
clearly 
known. 


"Another problem that presents itself 


L that of migration. 
The theory that 


birds migrate through 
an instinct is 


not entirely true. Perhaps we could call 
it an inherited instinct. 
Birds here in 


America, for instance, go south for their 
winter homes. But imported birds who 
could not stand our northern climates 
might be expected not to know where 
to go when the cold weather comes on 
—so that if we imported a large num- 
ber of birds that in Europe are used to 
going to warmer climes there through 
this inherited instinct it might be ex- 
pected that some of them would perish 
in the winters from not knowing tho 
way to the warmer climates on this side 
of the globe."

drunkard or a wanton? 


In a word, how far apart are the 


laws of God and the laws of men? 


Searching the answer the Star asked 


Rev. W. M. Jeffers to sit on the bench 
with Police Judge Gordon. 


Rev. Jeffers. a man of pronounced 


views on prison and kindred reforms, 
and a. student of ponalogy, went to the 
task eagerly. 
Judge Gordon was as 


teen. 


"I shall apply the law," the latter 


said, "as I understand it. I want Rev. 
Jeffers to keep his own 'docket.' Then 
at tho end of the session he can com- 
pare it with mine." 


At the conclusion Rev. Jeffers said 


to tho court: 
"Judge Gordon, if I had 


been the actual judge on tho bench, in- 
stead Of you, and if I had applied, as 
[ understand them, God's laws, I would 
have done exactly as you did in every 
case. I am greatly surprised." 


Judge Gordon replied: 
"When injus- 


tice is done in court, I do not believe It 
is our laws that are at fault, but, rath- 
er, tho application of them." 


Then they compared lists, and where 


the minister had set himself down as 
Favoring leniency, the judge had shown 
leniency.

Eighty per cent of convicted criminals 
are restored to manhood and good citi- 
zenship when given a proper chance. 
The convicted criminal has rights which 
should be recognised. He has a heart 
and he thinks and feels as do others; 
he sins and is sorry, he tries and fails 
like other men. 


"I do not know If Judge Gordon de- 


cided the cases in strict accordance 
with the laws of men, but I suppose 
ho did. 
At any rate h« brought to 


his responsible work a sympathy an« 
understanding 
which 
showed me his 


chief thought was not punishment, bui 
reformation and protection; and that 
I feel sure, is as God would have him 
do."

Henry D Hatficld, of Went Virginia, in 
a statement last night, attacked Sena- 
tor ,fo!m W. Kern, of Indiana, who is 
expected to bring tip a resolution which 
ho introduced some timo ago in the 
United Status senate providing for fed- 
oral investigation of conditions in the 
West Virginia coal fields. The governor 
declared tho senator has been 
misin- 


formed; that tho cool fltrikn id over; 
that hn intends to arrest nny person Hid- 
ing and abetting lawlessness and that 
lie. courts a thorough invCBtigation. 


In his statement Governor Hntfield 


says: 


'I am informed that Senator Kern has 


made fl statement that peonage exists 
in West Virginia and that Mrs. Mary 
Mother" Jones has been on trial before 
a drumhead military court for the past 
thirty days. 


"In reply to the senator's statement, 


relative to peonage, I wish to say that 
his allegation is a falsification ont of the 
whole cloth. Mrs. Jones is not now, nor 
has she at any time since her arrest, 
been in. prison. 
She is being detained, 


(and is not in any way confined) at a 
pleasant boarding house with a private 
family on the banks of the Kanawha 
river at Pratt, W. Va. 


"I do not intend to permit Mrs. Jones 


or any other person to coma into West 
Virginia 
and 
make 
inflammatory 


speeches that have a tendency to pro- 
duce riot and bloodshed, such as was 
experienced under the administration of 
Governor Glasscock. 


'The honorable body, of which Sen- 


ator Kern is a member, has a perfect 
right to investigate West Virginia or 
any part of it. I shall be delighted to 
have such an investigation and will use 
my best efforts to aid tho investigation
